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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-3, 4-5, 8-11, 13-15, 17-18, 20 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Gruetzmacher et al. (US Pat. 5,458,910). 

US'910 teaches the preparation of sorbitol esters wherein sorbitol is reacted with a 
fatty acid resulting in sorbitol fat acid esters and sorbitol anhydrides. It is taught in col. 5, 
line 31-34 & col. 6, lines 23-32 that an average degree of substitution of about 4 is achieved. 
It is also taught in col. 6, lines 1-8 that sorbitol fatty acid esters can be prepared via many 
different routes including acylation of sorbitol with a fatty acid, mixtures of fatty acids, or a 
fatty acid derivative. Applicable catalyst that read on the instant invention is listed in col. 6, 
lines 33-43; as well as an overlapping temperature range. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art 
are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a 
person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-9, 12, 16, 19, 21-24 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Hessen et al. (US Pat. 3,951,945). 

US'945 discloses the preparation of esters of polyalcohols wherein one of the 
applicable alcohols include sorbitol. A fatty acid, sorbitol and a catalyst (which can be 
prepared in-situ) are reacted, wherein the molar ratio is at least 5:1 and the degree of 
substitution is at least 4. The claims differ in that it states that the fatty acids and reaction 
product are freed from oxidative degradation products and a lovibond bond number is given 
to the resulting sorbitol product. 

However, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary art at the time that the 
invention was made to extrapolate that these particulars would be present in the process and 
product disclosed by US'945. As shown in examples 1-25 & 26-29, the only impurities that 
are present in the reaction mixture are the unreacted starting materials.
